HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  is 
in  receipt  of  a  telegram,  dated  the  10th 
instant,  from  the  Under-Secretary  of  State, 
Ottawa,  announcing  that  a  Proclamation  has 
been  issued  in  His  Majesty’s  name  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  terms: — 

“  Whereas  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our 
Privy  Council  for  Canada  We  have  signified 
Our  approval  of  the  issue  of  a  Proclamation  in 
the  Canada  Gazette  declaring  that  a  state  of  war 
with  the  German  Reich  exists  and  has  existed 
in  Our  Dominion  of  Canada  as  and  from  the 
tenth  day  of  September,  1939: 

“  Now  therefore  We  do  hereby  declare  and 
proclaim  that  a  state  of  war  with  the  German 
Reich  exists  and  has  existed  in  Our  Dominion 
of  Canada  as  and  from  the  tenth  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1939.  Of  all  which  Our  loving  sub¬ 
jects  and  all  others  whom  these  presents  may 
concern  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice  and 
to  govern  themselves  accordingly.”
